To Even ’37 Budget 


PARIS, July 8.—(4)—The coun- 
cil of ministers, calling for sacri- 
fices to cure France’s financial 
ills, tonight decreed a series of 
new taxes calculated to balance 
the 1937 regular budget at a sin- 
gle stroke. 

The sweeping decree was sign- 
ed by President Albert Lebrun 
after it was presented to him by 
Finance Minister Georges Bon- 
net, who was called back from 
his ambassadorial post in Wash- 
ington in June to overcome the 
country’s financial troubles.

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AN ASTOUNDING CHARGE 

Senator M. M. Logan, of Kentucky, makes 
the charge that senators opposing the proposed 
supreme court changes, who “owe their election 
to President Roosevelt,” have “played the in- 
grate” in attacking the administration-backed 
measure. 

There can be no denial that some members 
of the present senate won their elections to 
office as a result of the unprecedented popular 
vote given President Roosevelt and his admin- 
istration at the last national election. 

This does not mean that those senators 
should be mere “yes men” to every proposal 
that emanates from the White House or ad- 
ministrative official. Surely the time has not 
come when any member of the senate need sac- 
rifice his convictions to the dictation of the 
executive. 

Senators of the United States are charged 
with the responsibility of deciding all issues 
according to the dictates of their own con- 
sciences and the honest conclusions of their 
own beliefs. If congressional integrity is to sur- 
vive, this freedom to follow conscience, untram- 
meled by influence, must be defended. Other- 
wise, the senate becomes but a gathering of 
puppets, a collection of rubber stamps. 

If senators’ votes are to be influenced by 
favors received or favors anticipated, the sen- 
ate might as well be abolished. 

Following the same line of reasoning, it 
could be held that, because of the unquestion- 
ably large contributions, both in money and 
votes, of Mr. Lewis’ CIO to Roosevelt’s success 
in the election of 1936, the President, in order 
to avoid the charge of “ingratitude,” should 
promptly acquiesce in every demand made upon 
him by Mr. Lewis. Mr. Roosevelt, of course, 
would do nothing of the sort, and would be the 
first to repudiate any such suggestion. 


Certainly, the charge that Democratic sen- . 


ators who profited from the Roosevelt land- 
slide are “ingrates” if they do not blindly ap- 
prove everything the President suggests is no 
more soundly based. 

Opinions as to the advisability of the pro- 
posed supreme court changes vary widely. Re- 
liable polls, such as that of the Institute of 
Public Opinion, show a preponderant majority 
of the people opposed to the measure. The sen- 
ate itself is in opposing camps, with the Demo- 
cratic party lines widely split on the issue. The 
proposal strikes at the basic structure of the 
American form of government. It provides 
means by which the system of triple check, the 
legislative, executive and judicial, may be 
broken through vitiation of the court’s inde- 
pendence. 

Charges of “ingratitude,” such as made by 
Senator Logan, and the smoke-screen attack 
that the foes of the plan are endeavoring “to 
smash President Roosevelt,” are inexcusable 
and without foundation in fact. 

No wonder that Senator Wheeler is led to 
ask: “Has it come to pass that when a man 
disagrees with the President of the United 
States on a fundamental issue he is to be ac- 
cused of seeking to destroy the President of the 
United States; that his motives are to be ques- 
tioned and attacked?” 

Senator Wheeler cannot be classed as one of 
those senators who owe, in any degree, their 
election to the Roosevelt popular landslide. On 
the contrary, the Montana senator himself con- 
tributed much to the strength of the Roosevelt 
vote in his own state, not only in 1936, but in 
1932 and in the congressional elections of 1934. 
Senator Wheeler had an important part in 
bringing about the Roosevelt nomination at 
Chicago in 1932. 

To accuse such a man of ‘ingratitude’ is 
absurdity. To question the motives of senators 
who oppose the court change bill is to impugn 
their personal integrity. And yet this is being 
done. 

Opposition to the measure is based, not upon 
any desire to “smash” the President, not be- 
cause of ingratitude, and not by hope of favors 
to come, but upon the conscientious belief that 
it is an act which contains a very real threat 
to American liberty.

WAGES IN THE SOUTH 


There is a common, but mistakén, bélief that 
Wages are unusually low and hours of work 
exceptionally long in the south. This is proba- 
bly due to a few writers who have held up the 
comparatively rare and individual instance of 
worker exploitation as typical of the south. 
Just as good a case for low wages and long 
hours could be made out by taking isolated 
cases in any section of the country. 

In order to determine the truth on this is- 
sue, the Southern States Industrial Council, 
through its research department, has just con- 
cluded a survey which covered one-fifth of all 
workers employed in all types of manufactur- 
ing plants in the south. These ranged from 
plants with as few as five workers up to those 
employing thousands. 

The results of this survey reveal that in 
April, 1937, the average hourly rate of pay in 
the south was 46.3 cents, the average week’s 
work was 40.4 hours and the average weekly 
wage $18.71. 

It shows that in the south the average 
weekly wage has increased 46.5 per cent since 
1933, compared to an increase of only 29 per 
cent for the whole country during the same 
period. 

In cotton textiles the average wage rate for 
April, in the south, was 39.3 cents, while for the 
country as a whole, in March, the latest report- 
ed month, the average was 39 cents. : 

It is also shown that the differential in pay 
rates between the south and other sections is 
steadily disappearing. In 1933, the southern 
worker received an average of 33.6 below that 
of the workers of other sections, while in April 
of this year this difference had fallen to 24.5 
per cent. 

Weekly wages in the south, now averaging 
$18.71, have increased more rapidly than living 
costs. The increase since 1936, one year ago, is 
13.6 per cent, whereas the cost of living has in- 
creased from 3 per cent in Savannah to the 
maximum of 6.5 per cent in Birmingham. 

There are 33,056 more workers employed in 
the plants covered by the survey now than 
there were one year ago. 

Thus it is apparent that the lot of the south- 
ern wage earner is not so lugubrious as certain 
types of calamity preachers and viewers with 
alarm would argue. When the manifold advan- 
tages of life in the south and its possible econ- 
omy, compared to other sections, are consid- 
ered it is probable that the average southern 
wage earner, finding $18.71 in his pay envelope 
every week, for hours of labor totaling only 40.4, 
is, to say the least, as well off as his fellows in 
the rest of the country. 

Certainly, these statistics on wages and work 
hours in the south will come as a surprise to 
reformers who have, for so long, pointed with 
pity to the “down-trodden wage slave” of Dixie. 
In textile alone it would be well to examine 
conditions in other sections where, it is shown, 
the average hourly wage is below that of the 
south. And where, save in rare instances, the 
textile employers do not provide the pleasant 
homes, community stores, recreation centers, 
health activities, churches and schools to be 
found almost universally in the mill villages of 
the south. 


ZONED FOR RESIDENCES ONLY 


The approval by the Fulton board of com- 
missioners of zoning regulations reserving the 
Pace’s Ferry and Cherokee road sections for 
residential purposes furnishes prompt evidence 
of the value of the state-wide zoning amend- 
ment voted at the June 8 election. 

Property owners in the two areas affected 
will rejoice that they hdve thus been protected 
against invasion by business establishments and 
the county board is to be commended for iis 
quick approval of the two zoning petitions. 

It is palpably unjust when one property 
owner, inspired by hope of larger financial re- 
turns, sells or leases a site within the center 
of a section developed at heavy expense as a 
home district. The individual may profit, tem- 
porarily, himself, but it is at the expense of 
his neighbors who constitute the community in 
which he lives. 

Too often has the city witnessed a section, 
once desirable for high-class homes, deteriorate 
into a hybrid area of filling stations. parking 
lots, apartment houses and hot dog stands. 

Under the new zoning laws it will be pos- 
sible, henceforth, to give the proper protection 
to exclusive home sections such as Pace’s Ferry 
and Cherokee roads, preventing selfish indi- 
viduals from commercial invasions that would 
inevitably destroy a large part of the value the 
other residents have built into their homes. 

The city préper has enjoyed the benefits of 
a zoning ordinance for years. Under the new 
state law it is now possible to extend the same 


benefits to the suburban areas beyond the ac- 
tual city limits.

THE VALUE OF FINGERPRINTING 
(From the Athens Banner-Herald.) 

When fingerprinting first came into promi- 
nence it was accepted as purely a check and a 
detection for criminals, but since its usage has 
been applied for so many purposes, it is no longer 
considered as an identification for criminals. 

For people who are lost or killed, or in some 
way meet with adversities, the fingerprint is an 
absolute identification. The postal authorities re- 
quire their depositors in the savings department 
of postoffices to be fingerprinted before they de- 
posit money with the federal government. This 
requirement 1s made for the protection of deposi- 
tors in order that no one else could by misrep- 
resentation or otherwise have certificates of an- 
other cashed. 

A number of the banks of this country have 
adopted the fingerprint system as a protection to 
their depositors. The fingerprint identification is 
absolutely correct and no one can change or forge 
it, while, on the other hand, the signature is easily 
duplicated to such an extent that only experts 
can detect the real from the forged, and, even 
at that, sometimes are mistaken. 

The federal government has done much to- 
ward encouraging and persuading our people to 
be fingerprinted in order that every protection 
may be in the hands of the Department of Jus- 
tice for such purposes as they may deem fit.

Commenting WASHINGTON, 
On Col D. C., July 8.— 
o1umm = =6Frank Kent, Mark 
Sullivan, Nicholas Roosevelt and a 
stack of accumulated editorials and 
letters that took an hour to read 
have commented on the criticisms 
this column has made of recent 
proposed legislation and the ad- 
ministration’s advisers and bill- 
drafters who prepared it. They 
all remark that the place to toss 
these dead cats is straight through 
the White House door. Some say 
that personal loyalty has ousted 
common sense—others that the 
motive is either fear or diplomacy. 
They ask: “Any chief is re- 
sponsible for his subordinates and 
all that they do, isn’t he?” They 
observe that this column’s criticism 
of the work of the chief’s asso- 
ciates, but not of him, makes him 
seem a boob if he doesn’t know 
what is being done, or a weak 
sister if he does know, doesn’t ap- 
prove, and doesn’t use an ax. 
They conclude that he is wholly 
and solely responsible. That makes 
this column either not very frank 
or not very courageous. 

The President is neither a dupe 
nor a weak sister. Of course, he 
knows what is being done. Of 
course, he is responsible. But this 
column knows precisely what the 
social and economic aims of tie 
New Deal were and still are. it’s 
conductor has fought for some of 
them for 20 years and all of them 
for five—as hard as anybody. The 
goals remain, but since the first of 
the year there has been a complete 


change of method in moving to- 
ward those goals.

Demsserke was clear that the

The plan now is to take away 
a great mass of the constitutional 
power of the congress, the courts, 
the independent commissions and 
the states, and to give these powers 
to the executive.

Back in the old days, before Washington took charge of us, 
before the depression, before Prohibition, before the War, before 
one citizen in twelve engaged in law breaking, there were millions

Some were liquor-heads; some were congenitally lazy; some

All were

ragged. 


Yet they were sovereign voters, regular at the polls, and. most

How numerous they were, nobody ever knew; but they were 
many, and their status did not change in good times or bad. 

When the depression forced the government to assume the 
worthy task of caring for jobless workers, no effort was made to 
distinguish between those recently deprived of their jobs and those 


who never had held regular jobs. 


Statesmen and earnest citizens have urged the government to 
take a census of the unemployed, but Mr. Roosevelt will not permit 


it. 


The facts revealed might include political dynamite. 


But even without a census, this much is reasonably certain. 
Whatever the number of jobless workers, relief rolls include all of 
the unfit, the indigent, the mendicants, the ornery and the worth- 


less who formerly somehow shifted for themselves. 


These are not 


jobless workers, but men who could not hold regular jobs and men 


who would not if they could. 


Soon or late the nation must adopt some permanent policy of 


dealing with them. 


Shall they be set adrift to live as they once did, or shall they 
be supported in perpetuity by those who work? 
Relief will never come to an end if you wait till nobody needs

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SEWER PROJECTS 
NEAR COMPLETION, 
COMMISSION FINDS 


Bond Group Well Pleased 
With Progress Shown on 
Inspection Tour. 


Atlanta’s metropolitan sewer 
system is rapidly nearing comple- 
tion, members of the city bond 
commission announced vesterday 
after a tour of inspection of sewer 
projects being constructed with 
bond money and federal aid. 

Clarke Donaldson, chief of con- 
struction, reported the sanitary 
sewers are approximately 75 per 
cent complete while storm sewers 
are more than half done. 

Donaldson yesterday led a par- 
ty of city officials and members 
of the bond commission over miles 
of sewer lines and two of the dis- 
posal plants, which will cost a 
total of more than $6,000,000 when 
completed. 

Ewing Lauds Engineers. 

Jones H. Ewing, cnairman of 
the commission, congratulated en- 
gineers on the work accomplisned 
thus far, while bond commission- 
ers said “the projects are entirely 
satisfactory.” 

Work has already been launch- 
ed on the last link of the most im- 
portant Peachtree trunk line sew- 
er, which begins in the Druid 
Hills section and carries sewage 
to the Clayton disposal plant. now 
under construction on the banxs 
of the Chattahoochee river. The 
Clayton plant, costing $800,000. 
will be finished by the end of the 
year, when the last link of the 
Peachtree sewer line is expected 
to be completed. WPA labor is 
now being used in rushing work 
on this link. 

The Peachtree disposal plant, 
located in the middle of the Bob- 
by Jones golf course, will be elim- 
inated when the Clayton plant is 
put in operation. Objectionable 
odors in the residential section 
will be ended, engineers said. 

Bond commissioners also. in- 
spected the Connally street storm 
and sanitary sewer line. which 
will be completed within a few 
weeks. They visited the South 
River and Intrenehment Creek 
projects too, 

Negotiations are now under 
way between the city and county 
relative to the share Fulton will 
bear in the cost of maintaining the 
metropolitan sewer system. 

County Offers Aid. 

The county ‘has offered to as- 
sume operation of the Clayton 
plant and to pay one-third the 
cost of all disposal plants until the 
Clayton plant is completed but 
the city has refused the offer. An 
agreement is expected to be 
reached within a short time, how- 
ever, officials of both govern- 
ments said.

Are Executed in Soviet 
Far East. 


MOSCOW, July 8.—(#)—Sixty- 
four more alleged wreckers of 
Russian railways were’ reported 
today to have been executed in 
the Soviet far east. 

It was not known how many 
others still await trial on the same 
or similar charges—sabotage at 
the behest of a foreign power.

“I’m all mixed up,” confessed 
@ young bride involved for the 
first time with the intricacies of 
selecting furniture and deciding 
on designs for this and that. “I 
know Chippendale furniture when 
I see it, but I can’t get straight 
what else is meant by the terms 


Georgian or 19th Century Eng- 
lish.” 

That’s a big order! The word 
Georgian usually applies to the 
styles in furniture prevalent dur- 
ing the reigns of the four Georges 
who were rulers of England dur- 
ing much of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Chippendale was only one 
of the furniture designers whose 
work was popular during this pe- 
riod. There were also Sheraton, 
Hepplewhite and the _ brothers 
Adam who created quite a dif- 
ferent type of furniture, most of 
it very lovely. These styles of 
furniture are usually quite con- 
genial to use with Chippendale as 
well as with each other. 

Classical Inspiration. 

Robert Adam, the most famous 
of the Adams, found his inspira- 
tion largely in the classical de- 
Signs excavated at Pompeii and 
Herculaneum. For the most part 
the brothers Adam designed ev- 
erything in a room to harmonize, 
including the _ intricate ceilings, 
the wall panels, mantels and the 
moldings as well as the rugs and 
furniture. The colors were mostly 
very pale tints, particularly a 
grey-blue, later popularized by 
Wedgwood who adapted many 
Adam designs for the plaques and 
medallions so familiar today. 
There is delicacy and formality in 
Adam designs but they aren't 
particularly comfortable. Now- 
adays when used, we are inclined 
to prefer single pieces rather than 
entire Adam rooms. 

Hepplewhite first worked in the 
Adam tradition, but later devel- 
oped a style of his own, though he 
always retained something of his 
classic heritage. The Hepplewhite 
chair is distinguished by a shield 
or oval-shaped back and a sweep- 
ing curve at the top. The chair

EXERCISE! 


Skinny girls, fat girls and lazy 
girls cannot wear shorts—even 
though the law allows it. To wear 
shorts you must have lovely 


thighs, or you will be censured if 
not censored. 

The thighline is the final test 
of a beautiful figure. Flabbiness 
gives the thin girl disfiguring hol- 
lows along the inner border of the 
thigh, making her look knock- 
kneed. In the fat figure this same 


lack of muscle tone shows up in 
bulges along the outer thigh line. 
If you are lazy, you are likely 
to pay a double penalty in both 
bulges and hollows. 

Strong muscles give shapeliness 
to the thighs. The front portion 
of the thigh is controlled by the 
rectus femoris muscle, which is 
tonically contracted in standing 
and is used in the forward swing 
of the leg, to walk up and. down 
stairs, and to rise from a sitting 
position. For this reason the front 
of the thigh is firm and shapely. 

The average person, however, 
moves the leg only forward and 
backward, and the muscles which 
lie along the sides of the thigh 
have a tendency to lose tone. It 
takes criss-cross exercise to mold 
bulging thighs to slenderness and 
to develop curve control. The 
positions in which these inner and 
outer thigh muscles are put to 
work are in a sideward swing of 
the leg, or in flexing the knee.

Walter Armitage, well-known 
actor and director, arrived in 
Atlanta yesterday to begin re- 
Kearsals for the new Federal 
theater production, “The Trag- 
ical Historie of Doctor Faustus.”
